War Service Ready 


Badges 
Does eel y 
Four Classes Distinguished and Ap- 
plications Should Be Made ~

The militia department advises 
that war service’ badges are “now 
ready for issue and ~recomitiends 
that ‘applications be ‘sent in through 
district héadquarters: without, delay, 

A different. badge is issued: for 
each of the four classes, which aré 
as follows! ; 

Class A—For members gf ~the 
C.E.F. who have seen = active ser 
vice at the front and are now on duty 
in’ Canada, or who haye been tionor- 
ably, retired or discharged. 


Class B—For members. of the 
C.E.F.. honorably. retired or dis- 
charged on account of old. age, 


wounds, or. sickness, rendering ‘them 
permanently unfit for Service, after 
having-‘seen service in’ England” or 
at the front, we 

Class C—For members of. the 
C.E.F. honorably retired or. dis- 
charged on .account“of old age, —in- 
juries or sickness, © rehdering them 
unfit for service, after having: seen 
service in Canada, : 

Class D—For men who offered. to 
enlist. prior to August 10, | 1917, 
and were. rejected as and still are 
medically unfit and. for memb-s. of 
the C.E,F. honorably retired or dis- 
charged who are not entitled to any 
other badge, provided that they are 
medically unfit, ° 

With reference to the first three 
classes. the militia department: an- 
nounces that no men are cligible for 
the badges who have been discharyz- 
ed within three months of enlistment 
unless for disabilities’ caused .by. ser- 
vice, discharged by reason of: stop- 
page of working pay, or discharged 
ag unlikely to. become — efficient’ sol- 
diers, unless for disabilitics_ caused 
by. service. ' : 

All men applying for. Class D 
badges must undergo a further med- 
ical examination. Should a mono 
qualify undet both Classes’ A’ and B 
he ig entitled to both badges, but no 
man recciving the badge of Class A 
or that of Class B, or both, shall 
receive the badges of Class C or 
Class . 

With reference to the Canadian 
patriotic fund badges for service at 
the front, which have been issued in 
some number, the department states 
that holders of these must apply for 


a war service badge, Class A, and 
discontinue the wearing of their 
present badge. The same rule ap- 


plies to the C.L.F. badge for ser- 
vice ‘in’ England only, but in~the Jat: 
ter case the holder should apply for 
a Class B war service, badge.

“The food situation in Europe,” he 
said, ,“is. far ‘graver than’ when the 
preliminary survey of the! food sup- 
ply af the world. was made for this 
year... We have’an abundante for 
ourselves, and it is the policy of the 
food ‘ administration by the preven- 
tion of exports to retain for our 
people an ample supply of every es- 
sential foodstuff. The harvests of 
our allies have proved less than we 
had contemplated and the great cur- 
tailment of shipping by the submar- 
ines during the last few months has 
further prevented them from access 
to remote markets. 

“Beyond the demands of the allies 
there is a call upon us by the friendly 
neutrals for food, and if. we cannot 
at least in part respond to these neu- 
tral calls, starvation on an unparal- 
leled scale ‘must ensue.”

The Hon. J. R. Boyle, “Minister of 
Education, announces that the Govern- 
ment contemplates the establishing of a 
general system of medical inspection for 
the school children of une: Province, In 
some of the larger cities medical inspec- | 
tors of echools have been employed for 
the past five or slx years, but outside 
of the large cities Boards of Trustees have 
not availed themselves of the discretion- 
ary powers conferred by the School Ord-: 
inance of employing medical doctors, 
dentists, and .nurses to look after: the 
health of school children. The needs of 
the country are just as great as. those of 
the city. Wouile the resistance of-eoun- 
try children is fairly high on account of 
exercise and fresh air, the opportunities 
of securing medical advice and treatment 
for incipient troubles are few ‘owing to 
the distance of many settlers from. ‘towns 
where there are doctors’ located. The

that much inferior metal was being 
used, So'a guild. was founded to pro- 
‘tect the buyer in the matter’ of the 
purity of metal. The guild — speci- 
fied. the ‘Paris touch,’ which meant 
that a certain standard of- metal was 
to be maintained. 

‘“About "1327 a stir took lack” in 
England for a slightly different, rca- 
son. ‘Privateering off the coast was 
frequent, the result being that sil- 
ver vessels were brought back and 
made cither into coins or other yes- 
sels. As the product was of lower 
grade than the English standard, a 
goldsmiths’ guild was established 
there also, with the rather awe-in- 
spiring, tithe of ‘Origin and Mystery 
of the fellowship of Goldsmiths.’ The 
guild specified that standard  inetal 


Its 
members had authority to - travel 
through the provinces of the United 
Kingdom ‘assaying: silver vessels, and

“A leopard’s head was — the : first 
mark employed in England and the 
maker was also privileged to place 
his own stamp upon it, which gen- 
erally -consisted of the first two let- 
ters of his surname, As so. few pceo- 
ple“were able to read, most of the 
tradesmen had signs which they 
placed on their productions, hence 
the modern trade mark, In 1495 the 
guitdhall addéd a letter marking the 
year that a piece was made, but as 
the full alphabet was not used the 
date is very difficult to determine. 
Later the leopard’s head was chanz- 
ed to a lion’s passant, erased with a 
figure of Brittania. 

“The collector of old siver must 
ing’ used by, pnscrupulous dealers 
who cut’the hall marks out of old 
spoons or forks and fit ‘them into a 
big piece to mislead the unwary. It 
is extradrdinary that so much ~ good 
old English silver has survived, con- 
‘sidcring the vicissitudes through 
which it has passed.

The Allied War Conference 


The Results of the Conference Have 
Been Highly Satisfactory 


There has naturally been no talk 

of peace aims at the -inter-allicd con- 
ference at Paris. The sessions have 
been tntirely concerned with the 
winning of the war. The terms of 
peace come. afterwards, 
’ The results’ of the conference have 
becn highly satisfactory. Not only 
has the allied@war couficil been es- 
tablished for land operations, but a 
supreme inter-allied naval committee 
of consultation also has been agreed 
upon. Naturally in this, connection 
Great Britain’s voice will be decisive 
seeing that her navy is the basis of 
the entire entente. alliance. ; 

The entente powers are now read 
to prosecute the war with a. single- 
ness.of purpose suchas they have 
not previously known, They can 
control the British, French and Ital- 
ian frofts-as one war theatre and 
move troops and supplies according- 
ly. The resultant strengthening of 
their offensive and defensive power 
will be considerable. And opportune 
also. For the central powers, judg- 
ing from their savage blows against 
the Italians and on the Cambrai 
front, are fighting more fiercely than 
they ever'did in hope to secure a de- 
cision before the spring. 

With the. million men or so_ they 
will secure through Russia’s defec- 
tion, they hope to bring the allies to 
the peace-table in) a few months. 
They ,already realize that the  sub- 
marine piracy. will never do it,—Van- 
couver World.

The ungrudging sacrifices made by 
the British people, former | Premics 
Asquith declared in an address at 
Birmingham recently, proved that the 
ancient and ingrained spirit of — the 
British people had not been sapped 
by luxury or staled and withered by

“We look to the end,” ne __ said, 
“with the assured and ever-growing - 
belief -that both in the council 
chamber of peace and in the order- 
ing of our own household a new cra 
8 liberty and justice will be open- 
c aa 
The former premier said that he. 
had had a large part in Great Brit- 
ain’s entering into the war, and .he 
unhesitatingly believed it’ had been 
worth while if the war ends-in a 
peace of security and permanancy,. 
He endorsed President Wilson's lat- 
est. words as expressing clearly the 
intentions and desires of the allies, 
Adverse criticism of the recent  let- 
ter. of the Marauis of Lansdowne, he 
added, was caused by reading - into 
it meanings and intentions which 
the letter did not intend to convey. 

- Mr. Asquith said there-was abun- 
dant evidence that the enemy peo- 
ples are misinformed of the allies’ 
objects, .which are not to annihilate 
the German pcople, but to destroy 
the military domination of Prussia. 
He said that Germany must -learn 
that the enthronement of force is 
bad business, 

“An enemy misconception,” he 
continued, “is that the allies, espe- 
cially Great Britain, are aiming at 
the destruction for their own politi- 
cal and economic objects of what 
vaguely is called the freedom of the 
seas. This formula, if it possesses 
any relevance, can only- be used to 
indicate ‘some new _ limitation in 
war time upon belligerent rights of . 
the power which happens to have 
command of the sez. No -corres- 
ponding limitation has been sug- 
gested for land warfare where ex- 


[isting conventions have been in this

the enemy. I do not think we -are 


likely to hear very much from en-* 


emy lips of freedom of the seas. 
_ “The allies are — still unflinching 
in their purpose to use all legiti-

The 
allied position is stated with. perfect 
lucidity by President Wilson in his 
recent address, and I especially sub- 
scribe to and endorse the language 
he used..
